Most everyone wanted me to share my responses, so here they are along with 
my (probably inaccurate) determination :-) 


There were lots of different answers to the question about how much I 
should space the ladderline from my aluminum siding. The replies that I got 
ranged from a couple inches to several feet! But, most of the suggestions 
were in the 6 to 8 inch range, so I am thinking that is the closest that I 
would go. Also, a lot of the replies said I should make at "twist" about 
every 3 to 5 feet to help reduce any interaction that may be there. Also, 
there were a couple of very good suggestions to "anchor" the ladderline so 
that wind will not cause it to whip around closer to the siding thereby 
causing imbalances and such.

The outbacker and it's clones use flat strips of aluminum to capacity couple 
to ground. There have been numerous tests with the HF Pack group and others 
as to how well this works over different types of ground conditions. A 
camera or other type of support needs a means of establishing a ground plane 
for a verticle antenna. There have also been tests with the "space blanket" 
as one of the capacitor plates but I do not recall the outcome. In all cases 
some experimenting is required to make it work. I have worked DX with an 
outbacker tripod and 2 watts but I also had some additional radials 
attached. Of course there were also DX with an aluminum bleacher as a ground 
plane but that is another story. 

I tried a couple of VHF contests this year with an 817 and had a blast. I 
went to Mt Rogers in winter and hiked to top with only a rubber duck and am 
MP-1.

Well, as a ‘general' answer, I'd say no. Thing is that most of the 
'materials' 

you would fine, like space blankets and the aluminized insulators in 
general 

would be metals 'deposited' on an insulator and then probably 
encapsulated. The end result would be that from any kind of testing you 
would do with a VOM they would be totally non-conductive. 


However, (and the reason I made my original thoughts about this) they 
MIGHT appear to be a conductive plane that could be capacitively 
coupled to, even if you couldn't get at the metallic surface to make a 
physical attachment. 


Back to your question... The stuff in an attic probably is MUCH more 
substantive (metallic component wise) than a space blanket and probably 
would be conductive. IF you could actually get to that metallic layer

As of today I have completed my measurements on the MFJ tuner with the 
load on the Unbalanced ie: coax connector output port. More to do on the 
Balanced input. 


>From what's done I can say with proof that what Bob Kellogg has done is 
correct. I questioned the high loss that Bob found but when I did the same 
test I got the same high loss. 


Bob decided to boil his data down to a simple number for each of the many 
tuners he has measured. This may have been forced on Bob, but I have taken 
another route. 


I won't boil it down to a single number. I will insist a person interested 
in using a tuner to look at the data on my or Bob's web page and 
understand what it means. 


In general a 20% loss is about what you can live with. This says you need 
to build/buy a antenna that has a feed-point impedance that never goes 
below 20 ohms or get larger than 1000 ohms. When you get this then the old 
MFJ-945B will work just fine for you. 


As usual, your a lot better off knowing what your doing.

I've always wished there were small variable inductors available that tuned 
from zero to whatever and have wondered about converting pots. I know 
fellows have converted wirewound pots, but I'm talking about standard size 
pots. It seemed to me that a fellow could wind a toroid with the maximum 
inductance desired, scrape the enamel off of one side, then mount it under 
the wiper of a pot. Since I've got quite a few old pots that I collected 
when I first started building, and that I'll never use, I thought I'd 
explore the possibilities. 


I took several pots apart and most, especially the higher quality ones, were 
impossible to use but some of the cheaper ones with a plastic shaft looked 
like they might work. After doing some measuring though, I realized I needed 
T80 cores to match up with the wiper and I didn't have any. Then I found a 
small 5/8" diameter pot that looked like it might work. A T50-2 core fit 
perfectly inside it so I was in business. 


To be brief, I tightly wound the toroid with 30 gauge wire, grounded one 


side of it and the wiper to the case, struggled with solder, super glue, and 
epoxy, and ended up with a variable inductor that adjusts from about .05 - 
24uh. I got the toroid slightly out of square, making adjustment kind of 
tight on the low and high ends, and I've got it epoxied together so can't 
change it, but it works fairly well for a first attempt. Although the 
Wiper/wire contacts work smoothly I sprayed them with contact cleaner, 
hoping to keep them that way. And I'm curious how well this thing is going 
to hold up. I also wonder what I'm going to do with a 24uh adjustable 
inductor! Adjustment is pretty coarse. Has anybody tried this before? Does 
anybody see a problem building one of these for use in a tuner? I recognize 
the wiper/wire contact point as the weak spot, but the wiper has dual 
contacts and seems to make a good connection. I think all the pots I took 
apart had two contacts, so maybe it's standard. 


Any comments would be appreciated.

Gang, 

The sun has been fairly active over the past 10 days with numerous 
M-class flares from two large active regions. Nothing really destructive, 
but the enhanced activity has pushed the solar flux HIGH over the 200 
mark. The solar flux will be around *230* this weekend. The MUF's for 
the past few days has been around 40MHz. With the sun dropping farther 
to the south as autumn approaches North America, the MUF contour lines 
surrounding the sun's footprint on the earth run east-west. This means 
very good daytime propagation east-west for coast-to-coast QRP contacts. 
The high solar flux means very good reflection of signals off our F 
layer for 20M thru 10M for good skip distances and low absorption. Yes, 
10M has been open past few days, with QSO's and beacons heard here in 


NM around dinner time ... and should remain open over the weekend. 
So for the SOC MARATHAN SPRINT ... which is Saturday 8 SEPT from 
1800-2400UTC (noon to 6pm MDT) ... conditions should be very good to 


periods of excellent on 20-10M for the duration of the contest, favoring 
east-west paths. If you have both dipole(s) and a vertical, alternate 


between them now and again to alter your skip distance. Signals from a 
vertical will bounce and land on the earth farther away than signals from 
a dipole.

are in fairly good shape as well. A-index of 8-10 is expected over the 
weekend for quiet to active conditions. Worked a 100mW station last 
night in Portland from NM on 40M 339 with only occassional bursts of QRN. 


Now that we're on the down slope of this solar cycle, these periods of 
solar flux exceeding 200 are getting rare ... so take advantage of it 
when it happens! 


Have a nice weekend and GL on the air. 
Hope to work you during SOC.

Steppers aren't that hard to understand once you get the basic principles 
down. Think of them just as a digital motor. When you get a motor, turn the 
shaft and you will feel discrete steps, just like a rotary encoder ina 
handy talky for tuning.

Now, I don't know if the nomenclature is different in the states, but in the 
UK. silver solder usually refers to a silver/copper alloy which melts near 
red-heat - often referred to as hard soldering, sometimes brazing. 


Your soldering iron won't touch this stuff. 


The solder for electronics is silver loaded solder, containing tin/lead plus 
abt 1% silver. 

Its main use is with smd parts, where the small silver content helps to 
prevent leaching off the component connections. I don't think it has any 
particular advantage for normal component or board soldering. 

It may even be a disadvantage if the board and components leads are already 
coated with 60/40 tin/lead solder. 


Further, more recent smd parts have a nickel flash over the silvered end 
connections, then solder coated. This probably obviates the use of silver 
loaded solder completely. 


My advice - for what it's worth - don't bother.
